Undof mandate extended; 
call for peace efforts 


UNITED NATIONS. — The 1,200- 
man UN Disengagement Observer 
Force between the Syrian and Israel 
front lines (Undof) has settled in 
for another six-month tour of duty 
after the Security Council voted on 
Friday night to extend its mandate. 
‘Thirteen of the 15 Council members 
supported the resolution. As in the 
past, China and Iraq declined to 
take part in a vote on Middle East 
peace-keeping operations. 

‘The same Council resolution also

The contents of the messages have 
not been disclosed. They were he-

Was anyone suggest- 
ing that Israel seize Damascus, or 


bomb it, in order to destroy the, 


terrorist headquarters located in and 
near the Syrian Capital? The ter- 
rorists were spread throughout Syria 
and Lebanon. Sometimes they could 
be located and destroyed, but a mas-~ 
sive military action against them 
was not possible, One had to retain 
8 sense of proportion. Israel's ef- 
forts would continue, but obviously 
he could not give details on what was 
planned and what had already been 
achieved. 

The Premier gave a stern warning 
that, unless a great many changes 
were wrought in Israel's socio-eco- 
nomic structure, “we shall lose in 
military-political strength... These 
elements are inseparably linked... 
‘When I look at next year’s defence 
estimates I fairly quake, because I 
do not know if we will be able to 
maintain the pace of our defence 
strengthening due to economic limi- 
tations... And this is while the U.S. 
is still helping us not only by 
supplying arms, but by massive .as- 
sistance in financing them.” 

There were no easy solutions — 
like closing down departments or 
scrimping and saving here and there. 
The basic question was not saving 
but efficiency. Could the Government, 
for instance, impose its will upon the 
unions, and amalgamate the collec- 
tions of income tax and national in- 
surance payments?

TEL AVIV. — The Federation of 
Israel Writers will be 

here on December 5, Yisrael Cohen, 
chairman of the preparatory com- 
mittee, told the press here last 
week, 

The federation wil include dele- 
gates representing the Hebrew 
Writers’ Association, the Arab writ- 
ers, and those whose language is 
Yiddish and Russian. The federation, 
Mr. Cohen said, would accept as 
members individual writers in other 
languages, such as English, if their 
number was too small to form a 
separate group. 

Th2 federation is the outcome of 
@ protracted struggle within the 
Flabrew Writers Association. Two 
years ago, 8. general meeting voted 
against admitting Arabic writers to 
fuH membership, but suggested a 
federation of writers’ unions. Some 
Hebrew writers left the union in 
protest and a few months ago form- 
ed a Union of Israeli Writers whose 
membership was not by national or 
linguistic criteria. 

Mr. Cohen dismissed this union 
as “unimportant,” and quoted two 
of its members who charged Dan 
Avidan, its president, with financial 
negligence. 

The federation, almed at protect- 
ing the professional interests of the 
creative writer, will comprise the 
320 members of the Hebrew Writers 
Association, 80 members of the 
Yiddish Language Union, some 80 
writers In Russian (ail but one 
recent Soviet immigrants) and 21 
Arab writers. 

The Arab Union, with Salman 
Natur as secretary, was formed last 
month, “We first met on October 5, 
1973, but the subsequent war ham- 
pered the preparations,” Mr, Natur 
said.

ANKARA, Turkey's Nations! 
Security Council met for five hours 
yesterday and then declared the 
planned return of Archbishop Μα- 
karios to required the ex- 
tension of martial law for one more 
month in four provinces. 

‘An announcement by the council 
spokesman said the council would 
recommend the government extend 
martial law “in view of recent de- 
velopments in Cyprus liable to in- 

After the meeting, caretaker Pre- 
mier Sadi Irmak told newsmen the 
statement referred to Makarios in- 
tentions to return to the island. 

“The situation in Cyprus is cri- 
tical. Obviously the return of Ma- 
karios cannot be considered as a 
sign of improved conditions,” Irmak 
sald, 


He said arrival of Makarios on 
the island could lead to hostilities 
among the Greek~Cypriots “because 
there are those for him and those 
against him, Such an event would 
increase the political tension.” 

Irmak, who lost a crushing 662- 
11 vote of confidence in the Na- 
tional Assembly on Friday, agreed 
te stay on with hig primarily tech- 
notrat cabinet as a caretaker gov- 
ernment. 

Foreign Minister Melih Esenbel 
also warned last week against the 
arrival of Makarios and said it 
could result in the termination of 
bilateral talks now continuing be- 
tween acting President Glafcos Cle- 
rides and Turkish-Cypriot leader 
Rauf (Denktash. According to in- 
formed sources here, Denktash would 
refuse to negotiate with Clerides 
as a representative of Makarios 
instead of as chief leader of the 
Greek-Cypriot community. 

Sources also sald Turkey waa pre- 
pared to undertake some kind of 
“rescue operation” in case of a 
fresh outbreak of clashes among 


the Greek-Cypricts whith could 
threaten the security of the Turk- 
ish-Cypriots residing in the Greek 
sector. 

In Athens, Makarios prepared for 
his return by holding talks with 
the Greek mt yesterday on 
formulation of a joint policy on 
Cyprus. He met with Premier Cons- 
tantine Karamanlis, and Foreign and 
Defence officials. 

Makarios, deposed last July in a 
coup led by Greece’s former mili- 
tary dictatorship flew from Franik- 
furt to a hero's welcome on Friday.

Herbert Quandt, the present 
heir, and his family are estima- 
ted to own more than 60 per 
cent of the Motoren 
Werke AG (BMW), more than 
25 per’ cent of the large Varta 
AG battery company and sizeable 
interests in a number of finan- 
cial institutions and other manu- 
facturing companies. 

The family fortune was found- 
ed by Guenther Quandt, who 
lived between 1881 and 1954 and 
whose second wife Magda later 
became the spouse of Hitler's 
propaganda chief, Josef Goeb- 
bels.

- Pope wants 


Unesco to 
end rift 


VATICAN CITY. — Pope Paul VI 
went ahead yesterday and awarded 
the Vatican's peace prize to Unesco, 
despite the furore over the UN 
cultural body's recent anti-Israel 
decisions. 

But, although he did not mention 
Israel, he called on the organiza- 
tion to restore to the full its “uni- 
versal and peaceful character.” 

The Pope's appeal came in a 
ceremony in which he handed the 
Pope John XXII International 
Peace Prize to Unesco Director- 
General Amadou Mbow. The award 
had been announced on October 28, 
more than three weeks before 
Unesco's general conference effective- 
ly excluded Israel by ruling that 
i could not participate in its re 


fixed, the episode which in the last 
few days has moved such a large 
section of the cultural world could 
not be foreseen, 

“Blere, therefore, we are by sur- 
prise faced by a fact which blurs 
the serenity of this happy moment 
before public opinion.” 

The Pope continued: 

“Therefore, we express the hope 
that the unforeseen case may find 
rapid solution, confident as we are 
in the common desire for justice 
and peace on the part of those in- 


volved.” 

The Pope described the $40,000 
awerd as “more symbolic than 
valuable.” It was the second time 
the Vatican has awarded the prize, 
established with funds from the 
$160,000 Balzan Peace it pre- 
sented to the late Pope John in 
1963. ᾿

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French abortion bill wins Doctors say 
approval after long debate Nixon can’t 


PARIS (AP). — The French Na- 
tional Assembly on Friday voted to 
liberalize ehortion after an emotion- 
wracked debate in which opponents 
broadcast a recording of the sound 
of a fetus’ heart to dramatize its 
right to live, 

Weary deputies wrangled over the 
governmrent-sponsored bill for three 
days, with debate going on far into 
the night. The 284-189 vote approv- 
ing the bill was taken at 4 am. 


As the country watched on televi- 
sion, Health Minister Mrs. Simone 
Veil fought the bill through with 
a display of calm and precision 
that had even opponents praising 
her. 

But in the crackling atmosphere 
of the red-plush Assembly, she re- 
ceived an unconscious affront which 
left her ashen. 

“Your project condemns beings 
incapable of defending themselves,” 
an opponent of the bil charged. 
“Madame Minister, do you accept 
to see (embryos) thrown into the 
crematorium or tossed dnto ash- 
cans?" 

Mrs. Veil was shipped to a Nazi 
concentration camp at the age of 17, 
lost her family and still bears the 
tattoo mark of all camp inmates. 
She scribbled a dignified note to the 
deputy saying merely: “TI cannot 
accept such remarks because of my 


past, of which you are perhaps 
unaware.” 

Mrs. Vel, a 47-year-old grand- 
mother, was the government's most 
valuable asset in getting approval 
for the bill. But it was finally passed 
only because the opposition Socialists 
and Communists voted solidly for tt. 

Most of President Valery Giscard 
dEstaing’s “new majority" of sup- 
porters opposed the bill. It was one 
of the few Assembly debates since 
the president was elected six months 
ago whose outcome was decided on 
conscience alone, 

The bill, which goes to the Senate 
for a vote next month before a 
second reading at the Assembly, per- 
mits a mother to have an abortion 
on her decision alone up to the 10th 
week of pregnancy. The operation 
must be held in an approved hos- 
pital or clinic but is not reimbursed 
by social security. 

The new law will supersede a 
1920 law that permits abortion only 
if the mother’s health is in im- 
mediate danger. 

In recent years, that law was 
often violated in backroom abortions 
that are now tTunning at about 
300,000 a year, according to studies. 
The new iaw was meant to catch 
up with hanging mores, but it is 
bitterly opposed by the Catholic 
church and the National Medical 
association. 


Cypriot hijacker surrenders 


SASKATOON, Saskatchewan, Cana- 
da (AP), — A man who was born 
in Cyprus was persuaded to sur- 
render on Friday after holding a 
Knife to the throat of a stewardess 
aboard a Canadian Pacific Air 
Flight over the prairies and de- 
manding repeatedly to be taken to 
the Mediterranean Island. 

Royal Canadian Mounted Police 
identified the arrested man as Naim 
Djemal, 30, a native of Cyprus who 
lived in Winnipeg. Police said

WASHINGTON (AP}. — The three 
doctors who examined former pre- 
sident ‘Nixon earlier this week said 
Friday that he connot travel to 
Washington to testify in the Water- 
gate cover-up trial. 

In a report to U.S, District Judge 
John Sirica who appointed them, 
the doctors also said Nixon is not 
well enough to give a deposition but 
“we would estimate that he should 
be able to give a deposition in his 
home by Jan. 6." 

The report, signed by Dr, Charles 
Hufnagel, sald, “it is difficult to pre- 
dict with accuracy” when Nixon 
could go to Washington “without 
excessive risk.” But it added, “we 
would estimate that such a trip 
would be possible by Feb. 16, 1975." 

The trial, now in its ninth week, 
is expected to be concluded within 
& month, thug eliminating the pos- 
sibility Nixon would testify, He had 
been subpoenaed by John Bhrlich- 
man, one of the five defendants. 
The chance remained that Sirica 
could order a delay in the trial 
long enough to obtain the former 
president's testimony by deposition. 

Hufnegel’s report did not give 
any medical details, but said that 
the panel could do so if required. 

“This would involve specific in- 
formation regarding his condition 
which we have been instructed is 
confidential,” the Hufnagel letter 
said, adding, “I would be pleased 
to meet with you to discuss the 
reasons for the opinions.” 

The other members of the panel 
are Dr. Richard Ross, a cardiovas- 
cular specialist from Johns Hopkins 
University in Baltimore, and Dr. 
John Spittell Jr. of the Mayo Clinic 
In Minnesota. Hufnagel is a car- 
diovascular surgeon at Georgetown 
University Hospital in Washington. 

The report, headed “physical con- 
dition of Mr. Richard M. Nixon,” 
said the former president was given 
a physical examination at his home 
“with his consent and cooperation.”

A pianist worth hearing 


A pianist worthwhile hearing. 
“Music in Ein Karem" (Targ Mu- 
sic Centre, Nov. 25) had Daniel 
Benyamini, viola, and Milku Lachs, 
piano, es its guest artists. The pro- 
gramme: Handel, Sonata for Viola 
da Gamba in C, Bloch's Suite for 
Viola (1918-1919), the second So- 
nata by Milhaud (1944) and the 
“Arpeggicne’ by Sehubert. These 
mostly unknown or rarely perform- 
ed works attest to Benyamini's laud- 
able intention of continuously ex- 
panding his repertoire. His musi- 
clanship never fails him in any 
style, and his technique is applied 
without strain or flamboyance. 
Phrasing. tone quality and intona- 
tion are always sure and well con- 
trolled, and there is nothing to de- 
tract from enjoyment of his presen- 
tations. Pianist Milka Lachs, on the 
other hand, is much too busy with 
her notes to think about shading 
her touch or lifting the pedal oc- 
casfonally. Consequently, her playing 
is too obtrusive, rather mono- 
tonous in sonority and indistinct in 
texture. Granted the congenial acou- 
stics of the plano at the Music 
Centre, one expects a professional 
musician to adapt himself — or, in 
this case — herself to the situation. 


Bach’s sons splendidly played 


a Concerto for Harpsichord in B- 
flat and the Sinfonia Concertante 
in C, for flute, oboe, violin and vio- 
Joncello, and orchestra. 

The entire programme shawed 
the meticulous preparations of con- 
ductor Mendi Rodan, who left no- 
thing to chance. But besides play- 
ing with precision and balance, the 
orchestra performed with gusto and 
liveliness. Soloist Boris Berman had 
to be content with a rather inade- 
quate harpsichord, but his perfor- 
mance was excellent and most sa- 
tisfying nevertheless, Members of 
the orchestra served as the soloists 
in the Sinfonia Concertante and 
played with devotion and technical 
flawlessness. Only Mina Seidman 
(oboe), however, contributed 8 
warm, rich tone quality and some 
beautiful soloistic phrases.

THERE WAS A NOTE of irri- 
tation in Prime Minister Rabin's 
voice on Friday when he was 
asked at the annual press 
gathering that marks November
